PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT LAST NIGHT DECLARED THAT THE 
UNITED STATES DOES NOT PROPOSE TO YIELD THE USE OF 
THE HIGH SEAS TO GERMANY; IN A SPECIAL MESSAGE TO 
CONGRESS, WHICH PERMITTED STRONGER LANGUAGE THAN 
A FORMAL DIPLOMATIC NOTE, HE DESCRIBED THE SINKING 
OF THE AMERICAN FREIGHTER “ROBIN MOOR” AS RUTH- 
LESS AND THE ACT OF AN “INTERNATIONAL OUTLAW.” 


He stated without qualification that the 
vessel was sunk by a German submarine, and 
that the general purpose of the sinking 
“would appear to be to drive American com- 
merce from the ocean wherever such com- 
merce was considered a disadvantage to 
German designs.” 

Its specific purpose, he declared, “would 
appear to be the interruption of our trade 
with all friendly countries.

FOOD AND 
HAWKERS 


Sir,—Arising from’the  discus- 
sion at the Urban Council Mect- 
ing. it is evident that Govern- 
ment is adopting the usual “big 
stick” principle for what car he 
settled in a manner satisfactory t» 
all parties and that without un- 
due hardship on the hawkers and 
their customers or danger to the 
community. 


It should be within the province 
of the Health Authorities to de- 
vise stalls which can be fool-proof 
and fly-proof, at one and the 
same time, complying with all 
necessary hygienic requir€ments, 
the same being “le.” to the ven- 
dors of cooked foods at a nomina! 
rental and open to helpful inspec- 
tion at any time. Such a plan 
would eliminate the “squeeze” in- 
cident upon hawking. 


Health Officials of one class o1 
another are legion and inspection 
of stalls would not prove an ar- 
duous task nor add materially to 
their duties. 


The stalls so planned can be of 
two types, one fixed, that is con- 
fined to certain streets, the other 
of lighter make and capable of 
being easily carried round defin- 
ite areas. : 


The essential in the cleansing 
of bowls and chopsticks is not 50 
much a question of “boiling” 
water as the use of Cholorinated 
Water with which each s‘all must 
provide itse!f, together with «1 
small amount of chlorina‘ed lime 
which can be added from time to 
time, if and when necessary, or 
when the cleansing water needs 
renewal.

Shelters in the basements of 
buildings are not only inade- 
quate protection against the pene- 
trative force of the new bombs 
but often prove death-traps.

People have also 
been drowned when shelters 
have been flooded by burst

“West decided that North had 
solid hearts and that it was vital 
to take a trick at once if the 

Grand Slam was to 
be defeated. That 
could be done only 
if East had an Ace 
or a void suit; and 
because West's 
spades were lon- 
ger, he decided 
East was more 
likely to be void 
of spades than of 


clubs. He therefore led a spade— 
whereupon he saw that his rea- 
soning had been all wrong, for 
East took the spades Ace. 
“That ended the party, 
course. North and South cen- 
‘sured each other for the bidding; 
then they pounced on East for 
douplne: and on West for leading 
spade. What do you think?” 
We agree with the opening lead 
and with West's reasoning. We 
don’t mind feeling a bit silly if 
our lead defeats a Grand Slam!
